Cultural  Note. — In  order  to  obtain  best  results,  attention  to 
the  following  brief  directions  will  assist  materially;  Upon  receiving 
the  bulbs,  pot  them  immediately.  Place  a  handful  of  well-rotted 
cow  manure  in  the  bottom  of  the  pot  and  place  the  bulb  directly 
on  top,  covering  it  with  soil.  After  watering,  place  in  an  outside 
pit  and  protect  from  the  direct  rays  of  the  sun;  cover  well  with 
soil,  ashes  or  any  other  suitable  litter.  When  the  bulbs  have 
become  thoroughly  rooted,  bring  inside,  in  a  temperature  of  about 
60  degrees;  let  the  plants  grow  slowly  under  a  bench  or  some  other 
suitable  place  until  about  6  inches  high,  then  place  on  top  of  the 
bench.  About  two  months  before  Easter  they  can  be  brought  into 
a  warmer  temperature  and  gradually  forced  into  flower  and  height 
at  one  time.
